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Program Notes 


The Intersection of Swing 


It may seem a little unlikely to have a period orchestra and chorus 


embark on a jazz concert, but the two styles are not as far apart as 


you might think. Jazz players recognized this early on: one of the 


most interesting recordings of Bach’s Concerto in D minor for Two 


Violins is by Stephane Grappelli and the Hot Club de France, with a 


driving continuo provided by none other than 
Django Reinhardt himself. They recorded it 
twice, once using the notes Bach wrote (more or 
less) and once with the opening ritornello as the 
head for their own solos. Classical composers 
also began to investigate the connections. 
What's considered the first classical piece to 
incorporate a jazz idiom is Darius Milhaud’s 
Création du monde, which features a fugue — 
that most Baroque of forms — with a bluesy jazz 
tune as its theme. 


These musicians, from both sides of the 
jazz/classical divide, were on to something: 
baroque music swings. In fact, one of the most 
appealing discoveries of the early music 
movement has been exactly this. Today a good 
harpsichordist can improvise a continuo 
accompaniment in ways that can be as 
rhythmically propulsive and dynamic as the 
‘comping’ of a good jazz pianist. Singers 
discovered this in their own way, thanks to the 
work of the Swingle Singers. This group took 
favorite works of the great Baroque composers 
and "swung" them, and the result was an

immediate international hit. In fact, their 
performance technique was not all that far off 
from some aspects of Baroque style. Any good 
eighteenth-century musician would have known 
about how to swing: they called it notes 
inégales, but the effect is startlingly similar.

Today you'll hear a few different ways of how 
Baroque music and jazz can intersect. The 
Handel and Haydn Chorus will take on some of 
the Swingle Singers’ greatest hits, while the 
instrumentalists will join the Ben Stepner Trio in 
a new work by David Zoffer written especially 
for this occasion. It seems best to let the 
players speak for themselves about their music. 


Words from David Zoffer about his pieces: 
| first started getting in trouble for improvising 
and arranging classical pieces as a child with my 
first classical piano lessons. My teacher would 
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say, "If you took the time and trouble to 
compose a piece and write it down for someone 
else to play, wouldn't you want them to play as 
you had written it?” My response was, "Not 
necessarily; what if they have a cool way to play 
it?" It started with a Chopin prelude | used to 
play in the style of Erroll Garner. When | went to 
music school, | found out that most of the 
famous classical composers were improvisers and 
that they didn't even play their own pieces the 
same way each time. While studying classical 
piano in Oberlin Conservatory, one of my 
teachers, Sanford Margolis, started to 
experiment with having me "continue" pieces, 
meaning we would play something like a Scriabin 
prelude together, and then when the piece was 
over, we would improvise and trade ideas back 
and forth to until we made up some kind of 
ending. 


| ended up arranging Chopin and Joplin as part of 
my jazz piano duo record with guitarist Adam 
Larrabee. The arrangements included changing 
the harmonies and rhythms, and included 
improvisational sections. Playing these pieces for 
Grant Llewellyn led to an invitation to compose 
for the Handel and Haydn Society. Once | found 
out who would be performing the pieces, | 
became inspired to arrange for those specific 
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A posthumous portrait of Bach in perf 
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performers. Laura Jeppesen was excited to use 
her electric viola da gamba, and have Dan 
Stepner use his electric violin. This would allow 
the strings to be on equal dynamic footing with 
the Ben Stepner piano trio, which uses electric 
bass and drum set. 


Laura Jeppesen and Dan Stepner are classical 
music interpreters of the highest level, and they 
inspired me to use Bach themes for the string 
parts. Eric Doob and Ben Stepner are interested 
in so much pop and modern jazz that | ended up 
using some reggae rhythms and fusion 
harmonies along with improvisation in my 
Electric Bach Bourrée Blender Quintet. The 
bourrée is a dance form, so | thought about 
trying to make up a more contemporary dance 
approach to the rhythms. It takes all of its 
melodic material from Bach and reshapes it, in 
an attempt to bring all of these performers’ 
personalities, instrument technologies, and 
musical languages together with Bach. Bach had 
a habit of writing for his students, and arranging 
music for my former students, Ben and Eric, is a 
real pleasure. 


The Bach Minuet Theme for Jazz/Classical 
Double Quartet takes one of Bach’s most 
soaring melodies, and sets it to a gospel music 
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with jazz ballad harmonies. Bach wrote a great 
deal of religious music, and the religious music 
tradition | am most familiar with (although | 
know relatively little of its parent theology) is 
gospel music in the style of Aretha Franklin's 
Amazing Grace record from the 1960's. The 
almost Romantic style of the melody line 
inspired the string quartet texture, the 
reharmonization, and the use of the electric 
guitar to bring a wailing quality to this classic 
piece, which | have taught to several students in 
its original form. The blues phrasing and 
articulation in this piece is a tribute to the heart- 
wrenching mood that Bach created in his original 
composition. 


Words from Ben Stepner about his trio and 
their work: 

The piece | have arranged for strings and piano is 
a medley of three of my favorite standards. The 
first is Hot House, by Tadd Dameron, which is a 
bebop melody based on the chord changes of 
What Is This Thing Called Love? My arrangement 
of this piece features the integration of a 
harmonic vamp that | composed, as well as an 
improvised piano solo, a short bebop-styled solo 
for violin and violas, and lots of metric 
modulations! Hot House somehow ends up ina 
solo piano interlude, which frustratingly proves 
to be different every time | play it. However, the 
interlude will touch upon a re-harmonized

version of | Thought About You, by the beautiful 
composer Jimmy Van Heusen, before leading the 
strings into a more straightforward version of 
the same piece. | hope that my arrangement of 
this ballad, and its conclusion with the theme of 
Gershwin’s melodically-similar / Loves You Porgy, 
will speak for itself. 


| am blessed to be playing with two of my 
favorite musicians, David Zoffer and Eric Doob. | 
have chosen four pieces for us to play in our 
first set. We will interpret John Coltrane's Giant 
Steps, Eddie Harris's Freedom Jazz Dance, and 
also perform two of my original pieces, entitled 
Guitar Lesson and Saudade. Guitar Lesson, like 
all of my tunes, was inspired by Thelonious 
Monk, but unlike the rest of my tunes, | wrote it 
after watching a DVD of rock guitarist Steve Vai. 
Saudade is a bossa nova at heart, but watch out 
for the chords!

Robert Mealy is the Handel and Haydn Society's 
Christopher Hogwood Research Fellow for the 
2003-2004 season. A scholar and performer, Mr. 
Mealy has recorded and toured with many 
period instrument ensembles, including 
Sequentia, the King's Noyse, Les Arts Florissants, 
the Boston Camerata and Handel and Haydn. 
He frequently writes on music, and teaches 
historical performance at Harvard and Yale. 


This afternoon’s vocal contributions could be said to be an early-music project of their own: they 
are a reconstruction of a particular vocal ensemble of forty years ago. The Swingle Singers were 
formed in Paris in 1962 by Ward Swingle and Christiane Legrand. Made up of eight academically 


trained singers, they came together at first to improve their sight-singing and musicianship. In the 
great tradition of jazz scat-singing, where singers used made-up syllables to imitate instrumentalists, 
the Swingle Singers began to create their own all-vocal versions of Baroque instrumental pieces. 
The ensemble toured both Europe and America and recorded with many jazz groups, including the 
Modern Jazz Quartet and Stan Getz; later a second incarnation of the ensemble, Swingle Il, recorded 
several works of Luciano Berio written specially for the ensemble. 
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Now in his third season as Music Director of the 


Handel and Haydn Society, Grant Llewellyn has 
earned the acclaim of critics and audiences alike, 
and has established his presence as an engaging 
and dynamic force in Boston's musical life. Mr. 
Llewellyn has served as Assistant Conductor of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, Principal Guest 
Conductor of the Stavanger Symphony, and 
Principal Conductor of the Royal Flanders 
Philharmonic. He retains an especially close link 
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with the BBC National Chorus and Orchestra of 
Wales, where he holds the title of Conductor in 
Residence. He has conducted many of the world’s 
leading orchestras, such as the Royal Liverpool 
Philharmonic Orchestra and the Toronto and 
Houston Symphony Orchestras. Opera 
engagements include productions with the English 
National Opera, Spoleto USA, and the St. Louis 
Opera Theatre. In demand around the globe, this 
acclaimed musician appears this season with Opera 
North in Leeds, the Utah Symphony Orchestra, the 
Southwest German Radio Orchestra (Stuttgart), the 
Kansas City Symphony, the Calgary Philharmonic, 
and in subscription concerts with the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. In 2002 Llewellyn became 
the subject of a BBC Television documentary aired 
throughout the United Kingdom. 


Handel and Haydn Society 


Under the leadership of music director Grant 
Llewellyn and conductor laureate Christopher 
Hogwood, the Society is a leader in historically 
informed performance, specializing in music for 
chorus and orchestra from the Baroque and 
Classical eras. Each Handel and Haydn concert is 
distinguished by the use of instruments, 
techniques, and performance styles typical of the 
period in which it was composed. Now in its 189th 
season, the Society has a long tradition of musical 
excellence, including the American premieres of 
Handel's Messiah (1818), Haydn’s The Creation (1819), 
and Bach's St. Matthew Passion (1889). Recent 


seasons have offered collaborations with 
prominent jazz artists, a series of semi-staged 
operas, and programs with dance, including Gluck’s 
Orfeo with the Mark Morris Dance Company and, 
most recently, Monteverdi's Vespers of 1610, which 
travels to London in the fall of 2004. Handel and 
Haydn has been featured nationwide on NPR's 
acclaimed "SymphonyCast" program and on 
numerous recordings, such as Sir John Tavener’s 
Lamentations and Praises for which it won a 2002 
Grammy Award. The organization's Educational 
Outreach Program brings the joy of classical music 
to more than 10,000 students each year. 
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Ben Stepner, piano 





Ben Stepner, a native of Newton, Massachusetts, is 
a sophomore at Milton Academy. He began playing 
jazz at age 8 at the Rivers Music School in Weston, 
where he received awards as an outstanding jazz 


student. When he was Tl, he was featured with the 
Mark Kross and Bruce Katz bands at the opening of 
the Regattabar’s 2000 season. In 2002, he opened 
for Danilo Perez at the Museum of Fine Arts. Last 
year Ben won three awards at the Annual High 
School Jazz Festival sponsored by the Berklee 
College of Music, and performed in South Africa 
with the Milton Academy Jazz Combo. Recent 
appearances include a performance with the South 
African group, the Music Academy of Gauteng, at 
the annual International Association of Jazz 
Educators conference in New York City.

Grant Llewellyn: Indeed, it features a wonderful 
combination of rousing choruses in the Mozart 
Mass in C Minor with orchestral accompaniment 
that is a fantastic stage for our woodwind soloists.
